COUHTS CONSLQUEflCES OF MOMEUTOÜS STEP 


Washington, Feb. 3—Diplomatic relations with Germany have 
been broken off. President Wilson in a personal address to a joint ses- 
sion of congress at 2 o'clock this afternoon, publicly announced the 
American government's answer to Germany's declaration of ruthless 
submarine warfare. 


Ambassador Gerard has been instructed to ask the German for- 
eign office for his passports. Passports have been sent to Count von 
Bemstorlf. 


Spain will take over the diplomatic interests of the United States« 
in Berlin. Germany's diplomatic interests in the United States Will 
be assumed by the Swiss legation. 


Severance is Complete. 


Ambassador Gerard's instructions are to close his embassy as Avell 
as all the consulates in Germany. All embassy attaches, consuls, con- 
sulate agents and their staffs are to be brought out of Germany. This 
makes the severance of relations more complete than is usual in such 
cases.

Confident that the entire counti-y is 
behind him and assured of the united 
support of congress, President Wilson 
after his conference yesterday with his 
cabinet and senators came to the con- 
clusion that there was only one course 
for the United States to pursue.

Calm, with a sense of right in what may prove the most sombre m»> 
ment of American histop^ the president stood in the historic haQ of 
the house of representatives and with senators and representatives be- 
fore h ^ spoke the words which may carry the countxy into the world 
conflict, not for aggression and not for power, only for law and hu- 
manity.

Gradual Close of Breweries, 
Saloons and Distilleries 
Proposed. 


UNDER COl^TROL BY 
STATE COMMISSION 


Would WindlTp Last Estab- 
lishment in Indiana by 
Dec. 31,1918. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 3.—The Indiana 
senate passed the state-wide prohibi- 
tion bill by a vote of 38 to 11 yestej-day, 
and the cheering: had liardly ceased 
when it tran.spired that a 
movement 
was on foot to d r a f t an entirely nèw 
measure, 
embodying 
uni,que 
ideas, 
a m o n g them a state commission, and 
extending the time for the disposal ot 
all distillery a ^ d bi"ewery 
properties 
to Dec. 31, 1918. 


An outline of the proposed measure 
has been submitted to Governor Good- 
ricli and 
may 
l>e presented 
to 
the 
legislatui-e within 
the next 
two 
or 
three days, if the consent of the dry 
leaders is obtained. 
It is a 
radical 
departure 
from 
the 
commission 
a m e n d m e n t s u g g e s t ^ several days ago 
but never offered. 


House Mast Concur. 


It was the 
supposition 
yesterday 
that the bill, as amended and passed 
by the senate, would be returned 
to 
the house today for concurrence. Both 
the dry and wet advocates expected 
that the a m e n d m e n t s would be con- 
curred in. 
One of the 
a m e n d m e n t s 
prohibits the sale of whisky and wine 
by druggists and the other Axes the 
time for the law to go into effect as 
April 2, 1918. 


W h a t success the suppoi-ters of the 
proposed 
commission 
measure 
will 
have is conjectural, particularly since 
the dry advocates have opposed altera- 
tions so strenuously. 
Governor Good- 
rich stated to a reporter yesterday that 
the plan had been submitted to hini in 
a general way in writing and that he 
understands that some of the leading 
dry advocates are inclined to favor it. 


Conference.s are to be 
held 
today 
and tomorrow to consider 
t h e 
plan 
and to attempt to reach an agreement. 
If it is adopted a bill will be drafted 
along lines that are said to be unique 
in this country and to represent the 
first step towards 
settlement 
of the 
liquor question under state 
manage- 
ment. 


The plan as submitted to the gov- 
ernor would provide for the appoint- 
ment of a commission of four busine.ss 
men to have charge of all of the brew- 
erie.s. distilleries and saloons with au- 
thority to operate them for the benefit 
of the owners and to 
liquidate 
the 
property for their benefit as soon as 
possible. 
The time limit placed on the 
commission for disposal of all of the 
propeities would be Dec. 31, 1918. 


No Liquor Shipped In. 


The bill would provide for the begin- 
ning of prohibition In Indiana within 
thirty or sixty days a f t e r the close of 
the legislature in that.all of the proper 
ties would be placed in the hands of 
the state for control and operation. 


The commission would have the au- 
thority to close 
any 
property in its 
own initiative. 
The bill would provide 
for the taking of an inventory of all 
of the property 
used 
in the 
liquor 
business. 


The receipts would be paid into the 
con\mission and distributed 
by it to 
the proper sources in the liquidation 
of the properties. 
It would 
provide 
also that no liquor should be shipped 
into the state a f t e r the taking effect 
of the bill, which would be soon a f t e r 
the adjournment, 
of the 
legislature 
and that whatever liquor is sold in In- 
diana before complete prohibition be- 
comes effective shall be manufactured 
by Indiana concerns. 


The 
plan 
has 
been 
suggested 
as 
means of giving the men engaged in 
the business a chance to realize more 
fully on their propertie.s, which mu-st 
be closed permanently within the next 
two years. 
It has been submitted 
to 
prominent men, who .say that it would 
prove the most satisfactory settlement 
of the prohibition question and would 
be fair to the prohibition advocates as 
well as to the men engaged in 
the 
liquor business. 


C'onfcrcncc is Arranged. 


It is understood that under the plan 
it would be propo!?ed that 
probably 
half or two-thirds of the saloons in 
Indiana would be closed wllfiln the 
next fev," months as the 
commission 
would have sucii disc.-etion. 


A well known attorney called on the 
governor 
yesterday 
afternoon 
and 
stated that arrangements were being 
made for conferences with the leaders 
of the dry forces and that there is 
reason to believe that the plan woultj 
meet with their approval. 


It was said also that the plan h a s 
been outlined to Superintendent Shu- 
maker, of the Anti-Saloon league, and 
others connected with that organiza- 
tion. 
It has been considered by prom- 
inent distillers and brewers and 
h a s 
been agreed to by some of them. 


3,500 Saloons Involved. 


A prohibition law will wipe out 3,- 
500 saloons and several breweries and 
distilleries. 
Thirty-four of the ninety- 
two counties of the state already are 
dry by local option and two 
others 
have only one saloon each. 
T h e sa- 
loons of the state are confined to 148 
of the 1,016 townships of the state, 
according, to the Anti-Saloon 
league. 
Of the 3,500 saloons, which represent« 
the count of the Indiana Brewers' as- 
sociation, 725 are in Lake county and 
5G1 in Marion county. 
Two hundred 
and twenty-three 
are' In St. Joseph 
coutity.

The Interned Ship»- 


The 
nlnety-flve or 
more 
German 
m e r c h a n t ships tied up in American 
ports since t h e beginning of the wai% 
m a y be used by the United States, but 
t h e German owners ultiniately must be 
compeiisated. 
The ships scattered in 
the ports of continental United States. 
Porto Rico and the Pacific island pos- 
sessions including the philippine« com- 
prise some of t h e best known ocean 
liners and aggregate 628,837 gross tons. 
Only in case of w r is there possibility 
of their being absolutely confiscated 
and even then such action is doubtful, 
for the United States, in the court of 
nations has been the leading exponent 
of the inviolability of private property. 


Mails will continue to ^moi'e under 
the Geneva convention and other exist- 
ing special conventions. 


There should be no restriction upon 
the free movement of travelers between 
the two countries otôer than the l.xeil 
policy of the United States to issue no 
passports to Americans wishing to visit 
the w a r zone unless they have presssing 
business there. 


Individual Status Unchanged. 


In fact so far as individuals are con- 
cerned the status remains practically 
unclianged by a break in diplomatic 
relations. 
Upon the conduct of Amer- 
icans in Germany and the conduct of 
Germans and German sympathizers in 
the United States depends the 
atti- 
tude 
of the 
respective 
governments 
regarding them. 


There is, however, one relation be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
which ceases through diplomatic rup- 
ture. 
It Is the humanitarian task of 
guarding the welfare of soldiers in the 
prison camps of their enemies and the 
care of German civilians detained in 
the entente countries. 
This vast task, 
which is being performed by American 
diplomatic 
representatives 
in 
Eng- 
land, the French camps, in Africa and 
In the Russian camps, extending to 
the icy wastes of Siberia, will have to 
be confided to other hands. 


Likewise the 
Avelfare 
of 
British, 
French, Russian and other allied per- 
sons in Germany, Austria and Turkey 
will pass to some other neutral power. 
The ministering hand of the United 
States, which has cared for these men 
lost to their homes and friends, which 
has brought them fobd, clothing and 
medicine to cheer a desolate existence, 
will be withdrawn. 
Someone else will 
have to take u p the cause of humanity 
on land, while the United States, by 
severing 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Germany, m a k e s protest against 
the 
violation of humanity. 


gome Earlier Cases. 


The precedent for severance of rela- 
tions is found in modern history only 
between 
lesser nations and 
between 
first class powers and lesser ones. The 
United 
States suspended 
diplomatic 
relations with Mexicvo and only recent- 
ly were they resumed. 
It suspended 
diplomatic relations with 
Nicaragua 
when the dictator, Zelaya, 
executed 
two 
Americans, Cannon and Groce. 
When J o h n 
ftuincy 
Adams was presi- 
dent the American charge d'affaires 
at Rio, demanded his passports and 
returned to the United States without 
instructions because he considered un- 
wai-ranted the capture 
of 
American 
ships by Brazilian war vessels, enforc- 
ing a blockade. 
President Adams did 
not disapprove, but Brazil contended 
the charges' action was unwan-anted 
by adéquat» "intentional cause," and 
later the American legation was re- 
opened. 


Under 
President 
Buchanan 
the 
American rhinister to Mexico suspend- 
ed the relations of his legation until he 
could get the view of the United States 
on what he considered forced 
loans 
upon Americans in Mexico. Although 
President 
Buchanan . did 
not 
agree 
with the minister's action, he sanc- 
tioned closing the legation because of 
wrongs to Americans In Mexico. 


Great Britain suspended diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Venezuela 
for 
ten 
years, from 1887 to 1S97, and suspend- 
ed diplomatic 
reiatlon.s 
with 
Servla 
from 1903 to 1906, after the murder of 
King Alexander and Queen Draga. 


Other Measures Next. 


After the breaking of diplomatic re- 
lations comes the possibility of other 
measures 
termed 
"non-amicable 
means of redress," which also "meas- 
ures short of war." 
The modes of 
dress may include 
reprisals, 
retalia- 
tions, non-intercour.se and display of 
force and still there my be no state of 
war. 
There are precedents of various 
sort and range for such action. 


In 1879 congress authorized 
Presi- 
dent Grant to .suspend transit of goods' 
to Canada in bond 
as 
an 
extreme' 
measure to prohibit Canadian ve.«ssels 
in American water becausc of the at- 
titude of the Canadian government to- 
ward American 
fishermen. 


An embargo on ships or exoorts is 
legitimate. 
Congress, imposed 
such 
embargoes In the years preceding the 
war of 1812 oh trade with both Eng- 
land and France. 
As 
a 
rule 
those 
were pacific embargoes and prevented 
American shipa f r o m carrying goods 
to the embargoed countries. 


Non-Intercourse Acts. 


Non-intercourse acts can be passed 
by congress to 
stop 
commerce 
be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
but as the war already has put 
the 
trade at a low ebb the effect will be 
negligible. 
Such acts were 
prepared 
against Great Britain and France be- 
tween 179S and 1809. 


Displays of force 
have 
been 
fre- 
quently used by the United States and 
European powers to impress the earn- 
estness of their position. 
Writers on 
International 
law 
class 
the 
allied 
m a r c h to the relief of the legations at 
Peking as a display of fôrce short of 
war.

Then the Eventuallty^War. 


W h e n all the measures short of war 
have been exhausted or either nation 
decided to dispense with them, comes 
the 
eventuality—^war 
Itself. 
More 
than one hundred times since X7Û0 w a r 
has begun before it was formally de- 
clared. 
Only twelve times in the 316 
years has w a r actually been declared 
before hostilities began. 
The 
latest 
notable instance was the actual open- 
ing of the Russo-Japanese war, when 
Admiral Togo struck a Russian 
fieet. 
Russia complained of a surprise at- 
tack but J a p a n pointed out she had 
notified Russia she was breakinjf off 
diplomatic relations a-nd reserve <ho 
fiipht tp take "sMch independent action 
.a8,tniffht to. àeémèd best." .. '

Break Taken for Granted. 


The president's address 
to

The decision to break was taken for 
granted by many senators with whom he 
talked lete yeserday and by members of 
his cabinet.

line of the situation gave such a serious 
picture that it was pnerally beUeved 
that he had come to the conclusion that 
he could follow no course but break re- 
lations with Germany. 


Calm at White House. 


Mr. Wilson remained in his study in 
the white house throughout the morn- 
ing and saw no callers. 
It was learned 
he bejpin the preparation of his address 
to congress shortly after his return from 
the capitol last night. 
While the steps 
leading up to the break were being tak- 
en, apparent calm prevailed at the white 
house and state department.

Democratic Leader Kitchin told Repub- 
lican Leader Mann when the ho\ise con- 
vened today that no action by congress 
was contemplated today in connection 
with the president's message to congress. 
Steps to Meet Situation. 


Not unmindful of the possibility of 
disturbances by German sympathizers, 
officials said steps had been taken to 
meet the situation. 


Just at the time when the decision 
came a break became known. 
Secretary 
Lansing went over to the white house 
and had a brief 
conference 
with the 
president. 
He too, would go no further 
than Secretary 
.Tumiilty's 
brief 
an- 
nouncement that the president would ad- 
dress a joint session of congress this 
afternoon. 
At 
the capitol, the news 
came like a thunder clap. 
Everywhere 
there were expressions of support and 
approbation. 
Administration leaders in 
tlie senate who had talked with the 
president last night, were not surprised 
but were deeply moved by the climax. 


Lodge Hears the News. 


One of the first to hear the ^lews was 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, repub- 
lican of the foreign relations committee. 


"Can that be true ?" he fairly shout- 
ed. 
"I do not believe the president 
would do it. 
I thought there would be 
another note. 
I a m with his," the sen- 
¡ ator emphatically declared, pounding 
his desk a f t e r a moment's hesitation. 


"Now, we'd better see to it that our 
marines prevent the dismantling of any 
more German ships in our harbors." 


What Marshall Said. 


Vice President Marshall notified to 
arrange for a joint session of congress, 
said: 
"It is sincerely to be hoped that 
this jiecessary break will not drag the 
United 
States into the war. 
Thére 
ai-e limits, however, to endurance be- 
yond which no .self-respectingr nation 
can go. 
This government cannot per- 
mit the defiance of all law of civili- 
zation by any nation to pass unchal- 
lenged." 


Senator Tillman, chairman of 
the 
senate naval committee, said: 
"I'm 
mighty glad of it. 
I was in favor when 
I heard of the note first of telling Mr. 
Bernstorif to pack up his duds and go 
home to his barbarians. 
We will do

we will live up to our past record of 
taking care of ourselves.

Bernstorff Much Affected. 


Count

Bernstorff, apparently, 
was much affected.

mation came:to him his eyes moistened 
and he said to a correspondent of the 
Associated 
Press: 
"I'm

sorry. 
However, I expected it. 
There 
was 
nothing else left for the United States 
to do. 
I wonder how 1 a m to get 
h o m e ? " 


The ambassador and other officials 
of the embassy seemed to feel

morning t h a t the break was 
immi- 
nent although they said they had no 
deflnite information that it was conf'- 
ing. 
The first question asked by Count 
von Bernstorif of his first caller today 
was whether any deflnite action had 
been taken. 
When informed that no 
information was available, he quioUlv 
began to talk of other related subjects, 
especially with the prospects of pea.*e 
should the United' States sever diplo- 
matic relations. 
He said he belióvíid 
that even If a break should come Pres- 
ident Wilson would continue his ef- 
forts to restore peace to the world, pos- 
sibly through the Swi4s governmoni. 
It was during this discussion that hla 
private telephone rang. 


"You say relations have been brokt-n 
oft and that the president Is going to 
congress at 2 o'clock," he said, in rv- 
sponse to what w a s ^ o l d him over the 
wire. 
"Are you s u r e ? "

Attaches of the embassy were called 
to the ambassador's library Immediate- 
ly and told w h a t had happened.

Nothing Else "pban W a r . 


In the mind of every person in the 
embassy, f r o m the ambassador down 
to the butler who answered t h e f r o n t 
door, there is now and always has been 
the conviction th»t the severance of 
diplomatic relations between the Uni- 
ted States and Germany could be fol- 
lowed by nothing else than war. 


They all feel t h a t t h e first American 
life lost as a result of the new subma- 
rine campaign will bring the crash. 


After sending his message to 
the 
public printer and arranging for the 
joint session 
of 
congress 
President 
Wilson set calmly about his routine 
work. 
Going to the cabinet room in 
the executive offices he signed a n u m - 
ber of letters and commissions. 
Hav- 
ing decided on his move he awaited 
with confidence renewed 
signs 
that 
the country stood back of him. 
Sec-

president during the morning, said he 
was grave but undisturbed. 


Something Like Manila. 


"Now we musit look out for some- 
thing like Dewey a t Manila," remarked 
Senator Sheppard, of .Texas.

Count von Bernstorff at once arranged 
with the Swiss minister. Dr. Paul Rit- 
ter, to take over the German embassy.

German ambassador 
says good-bye to Secretary Lansing. 


His First Experience. 


Count von Bernstorff said he did not 
know the manner of his leaving the Uni- 
ted states or what stegs would have to 
be taken. 


"This is my first experience of the 
kind," he said, "and I will have to in- 
form myself." 


It is thought doubtful by some that 
the entente allies will grant any such 
safe passage as was granted to the Aus- 
trian ambassador. 
In that event the 
German ambassador might choose to go 
to South America or to Mexico. 


After Count von Bernstorff had called 
the Swiss minister on the telephone and 
asked him to take charge of-the em- 
bassy, Dr. Ritter hurried over to the 
German embassy building and the two 
men conferred. 


After that Count von Bernstorff de- 
clined to answer questions. 
"Ask the 
Swiss minister," said he, "I am only a 
private citizen now." 


Mrs. George^jDewey, widow of the ad- 
miral, called at the white house exe- 
cutive office and left resolutions from 
the women's section of the navy league, 
pledging unqualified support to President 
Wilson.

" 'The German government is pre- 
pared to do its utmost to confine the | 
operations of war for the rest of its 
duration to the fighting forces of the j 
belligerents, thereby also Insuring the 
freedom of the seas, a principle upon 
which the German government believes 
now as before to be in agreement with 
the governement of the United States. 


" 'The German government, guided 
by this Idea, notifies the government 
of the United States that the German 
naval forces have received t-he follow- 
ing oi-ders. 
In accordance with 
the 
general principle of Ivsit and search 
and ¿estructlon of merchant 
vessels 
characterized by International law such 
vessels both within and without the 
area declared a naval w a r zone shall 
not be sunk without warning and with- 
out saving h u m a n lives unless these 
ships attempt to escapc or offer resist- 
ance. 


" 'But,' 
it 
added, 'neutrals cannot 
expect that Germany, forced to tight 
for her existence shall, for the sake 
of neutral interests, i-estrict the- use 
of an effective weapon if her enemy Is 
permitted to continue to apply aX will 
methods of 
w a r f a r e 
violating 
the 
rules of International law. 
Such- a de- 
mand would 
be 
incompatible 
with 
the character of neutrality and 
the 
German government is convinced that 
the government of the Unted 
States 
does^ not thhik of making such a de- 
mand, knowing that the government 
of the United States has 
repeatedly 
declared that it Is determined to re- 
store the principle of the freedom of 
the seas, f r o m whatever quarter it has 
been violated.' 


Assurances Acceptcd. 


"To this 
the 
government 
of 
the 
United States replied on the eighth of 
May, accepting, of course, the assur- 
ances given, but adding:

" 'The 
government 
of

U n i t e d ' 
States feel it necessary to state that 
it takes It for granted that the impe- 
rial German government does not in- 
tend to imply that the 
maintenance 
of Its newly announced policy is In any 
way contingent upon the yjourse or re- 
sult of

negotiations be- 
tween the government of the United

"On the 31stt)f January, the Wednes- 
day of the present week, the German 
ambassador handed to the secretary of 
state, along with formal note a mem- 
orandum, which contained the follow- 
ing statement: 


" 'The imperial government 
there- 
fore does not doubt that the govern- 
m e n t of the United States will under- 
stand the situation thus forced upon 
Germany by | h e entente allies' brutal 
methods of war and by their determi- 
nation to destroy the central powers, 
and that the government of the United 
States will f u r t h e r realize that the now 
openly disclosed intention of the en- 
tente allies gives back to Germany the 
freedom of action which she reserved 
in her note addressed to the govern- 
ment of the United States on Mav 4, 
1916. 


" 'Under these circumstances 
Ger- 
m a n y will meet the illegal measures 
of her enemies by forcibly preventing 
a f t e r February 1, 
1917, 
in 
a 
aone 
around Great Britain. France. Italy, 
and In the eastern Mediterranean all 
navigation t h a t of neutrals included, 
f r o m and to England and f r o m and to 
France, etc., etc. 
All ships met within 
the zone will be sunk.' 


Has No Alternative. 


"I think that you will agree with me 
that, in view of this declaration which 
suddenly and without prior intimation 
of any kihd deliberately withdraws the 
solemn assurance given in the imperial 
government's note of the 4th of May, 
1916, this government h a s no alterna- 
tive consistent with the dignity and 
honor of the United States but to take 
the course which, in its note of the 18th 
of April, 1916, it announced that it 
would take in event that the German 
government did not declare and effect 
abandonment of the methods of the 
submarine w a r f a r e which it was then 
employing and to which It now pur- 
poses again to resort. 


Announces the Break. 


"I have, therefore, directed the sec- 
retary of state to announce to his ex- 
cellency the German ambassador, that 
all diplomatic relations between 
the 
United States and the German empire 
are severed and that the American am- 
bassador at Berlin will immediately 
be withdrawn, and, in accordance with 
this decision, to hand to his excellency 
his passports. 


"Notwithstanding this unexpected ac- 
tion of thé German government this sud- 
den and deeply deplorable renunciation 
of its assurances, given this government 
at one of the mo.st critical moments of 
tension in the relations of the two gov- 
ernments, I refuse to believe that it is 
the intention of the German authoritie.s 
to do in fact, what thej warned us 
they will feel at liberty to do. 


Refuses to Believe It. 


"I cannot bring myself to believe thai 
they -«ill indeed pay no regard to th« 
ancient friendship between their peopU 
and our own to the solemn obligations 
"which have been 
exchanged 
l^tween 
them, and destroy American ships and 
take the lives of American citizens in 
the willful prosecution of the mthle«? 
naval program they have announced their 
intention to adopt. 
Only actual overt 
acts on their part can make me believe 
it even now. 


"If this inveterate confidence on my 
part in the sobriety and prudent fore- 
sight of their purpose should unhappily 
prove unfounded; if American ships and 
American lives should in fact be sacri- 
ficed by their naval commanders in heed- 
less contravention of the just and rea- 
sonable understandings of international 
law and the obvious dictates of human- 
ity, I shall take the liberty of coming' 
again before the congress to ask that 
authority be given me to use any means 
that may be necessary for the protef- 
tion of our seamen and our people in the 
prosecution of their peaceful and legiti- 
mate errands on the high seas. 
I tan 
do nothing less. 
I take it for granfe*! 
that all neutral governments will take 
the same course. 


Do Not De^re Conflict. 


"We do not desire any hostile con- 
flict 
with the imperial German 
gov- 
ernment. 
W e are the sincere friend.s 
of the German people and 
earnestiy 
desire to remain at 
peace 
with the 
government which speaks for them. 
We shall not believe that they are hos- 
tile to us unless 
and 
imtil 
we 
are 
obliged to bellev It; and w e purpos<:i 
nothing more t h a n t h e reasonable de- 
fense of the undoubted rights of our 
people. 
We wish to serve no selfish 
ends. 
We seek merely to stand true 
alike in thought and action to the Im- 
memorial 
principles 
of 
our 
peopl« 
which I have sought to e-xpress in m.v 
address to the senate only two weeks 
ago—seek merely 
to vindicate 
our 
right to liberty and justice and unmo- 
lested life. 
These are the bases of 
peace, not war. 
God grant that we 
may not'be challenged to defend them 
by acts of wilful Injustice on the part 
of the government o ( Oermany."

Indiana Goes Dry 


There's a new recruit in the steadily groAving ranks of the dry 
states. By a majority more overwhelming than any the most ardent 
advócate of statc-Avid'c prohibition had dared to hope, the Indiana sen- 
ate has followed the lead of the house in passing the "Wright prohi- 
bition bill to put an end to the liquor traffio in this state on April 2, 
.1918. The remaining steps to complete the enactment—the ratifica- 
tion by the house of the senate amendments and the affixing of his 
signature by Governor Goodrich—are purely perfunctory matters that 
ïeem certain to be carried out without delay. 


State-wide prohibition, the realization of a years-old dream of the 
temperance forces in Indiana, is especially remarkable only as to the 
time and manner in which it has been accomplished. It is, of course, 
but a new demonstration of the mighty sweep of anti-liquoY* senti- 
ment that has been gathering irresistible force in practically every sec- 
tion of the union in recent years. It is interesting to note that the re- 
sult has been attained in Indiana following a political campaign in 
which the liquor question did not figure as a dominant issue. Neither 
the democrats nor the republicans in Indiana last year in their state 
platforms gave utterances that could be construed as foreshadowing 
the culmination that has no^v developed. There were hints, of course, 
that state-wide prohibition -would be asked, but until the actual ses- 
sions of the assembly neared there was no indication of the real 
strength of the temperance sentiment among the lawmakers or the 
force which was to rise up and demand action. 


Then there arose the belief that the house would pass the bill, but 
that its fate in the senate -was at best extreraelj- problematical. There 
was a time, in fact, when it was believed the senate w^ould certainly 
develop a majority hostile to the bill. Yet after the house had given 
its expected majority for the measure and the eyes of the state were 
turned on the senate, it was quickl}^ apparent that the psychology of 
the house situation Avas having its effect in the upper branch. Voting 
on amendments seemed to then indicate that the bill would manage to 
carry through tlie senate by a vote of something like 27 to 22. Yet 
overnight as the final vote dre^v near thcr(f was a band-wagon rush 
tliat put eleven more senators behind the measure and gave it passage 
by tAvelve more votes than the constitutional senate majority. 


The non-partisan character of the action is another noteworthy 
phase of the victory for the dry forces. It was a republican house and 
a democratic senate that sounded the death knell of the Indiana sa- 
loon, and the divisioii of the vote in both branches was such as to di- 
vest the upheaval of political tinge. The character of the work in be- 
liali of the bill was Undoubtedly in large measure responsible for the 
elimination of political division on the question. There -were no polit- 
ical lines in the thousands upon thousands of petitions asking the en- 
actment of the dry bill. There were no political lines in the big as- 
semblage of friends of temperance Avho descended_upon the legislature 
during the discussion of the measure. It Avas an effective crystalliza- 
tion of the dry sentiment of the state, unaffected by any other issue 
whatever. It Avas impressive, and it manifestly aided tremendously 
in producing results. 


Great as is the forward step Indiana has taken for the banish- 
ment of the liquor traffic, it must be realized that public opinion is not 
and will not be a unit in endorsing it. There are many men who sin- 
cerely oppose drastic legislation of this charactei*, either from a belief 
that it is unAA^arranted interference with personal liberty, from the 
.standpoint of public finances, or from the fear that illicit sale under 
various subterfuges Avill be more harmful than regulated sale under 
the license system. Yet the concensus of predominant thought today 
is plainly toAvard the obliteration of the traffic. Above all and over 
all rises the question of the weaker brother and what Ave owe him in 
the way of protection and safeguard. The public sentiment that 
forced the enactment of the dry laAv in Indiana is not a sudden spasm 
of virtue. It is the product of long study, close observation, calm rea- 
soning and long suffering under the harm that liquor does and the 
ruthless defiance of law on the part of so many of the men engaged in 
the traffic. There Avill be those on whom the dny regime Avill work 
temporary financial hardship. Investments of many thousands of 
dollars must find neAv avenues of productive activity in order to avoid 
total loss. This Avill require some patience and no little business in- 
genuity. Yet it cannot be pleaded that snap judgment has been tak- 
en. There has been warning after Avarning of Avhat was to come. 
Nothing has been made plainer during the past ten or fifteen years 
than that Indiana Avould finally do just AA'hat has noAv been done. This 
fact, we think, Avill be freely admitted even by the liquor forces. 
-- 
The passage of the dry law will not at once completely correct all 
the accumulated imperfections of years. That must not be expected. 
There must be readjustments to meet the changed conditions. All 
these must be worked out, and they can be worked out. It Avill re- 
quire time and patience ami judgment as well as consideration for 
those who must make radical change to conform to the readjustment 
order of things. It cannot be done in a moment, but The Sentinel be- 
lieves the result will finally be an almost universal acceptance of the 
banishment of the traffic in liquor as the greatest single acliievement

Dear Sir:—Four years ago the re- 
publican 
administration 
of 
Fort 
Wayne had submitted to the legisla- 
ture a bill changing the provisions of 
the cities and towns act of 1905 in re- 
gard to the right of cities to open 
streets across railroad property to the 
effect of restoring to the cities 
the 
rights that they had before that year. 
The bill of four years ago was by 
the efforts of the railroad companies, 
killed in the committee. 
Two years 
ago the democratic administration of 
Fort Wayne made another attempt by 
submitting a similar bill in the legis- 
lature. 
The measure passed the house 
but was defeated in the senate. 


Now a number of business men and 
other taxpayers have 
organized 
the 
Clinton Street Extension 
association 
for the purpose of aiding and helping 
in bringing about the much 
needed 
legislation. 
Our former city charter 
gave the city the express right 
to 
open any street across railroad rights- 
of way, railroad lands, depots, depot 
grounds, whether 
improx'ed 
or 
un- 
improved. 
Under this law our 
city 
opened Fourth street across the yards 
of the Lake Shore railroad. 
The rail- 
road company at that time appealed 
to the court, but was defeated. 


In the cities and towns act of 1905, 
the words, "railroad lands, depots and 
depot grounds" are omitted. 
Whether 
this was done purposely or accidental- 
ly, Is Immaterial; it is sure, however 
that the citizens of Fort Wayne have 
never expressed a desire to give 
up 
their rights. 
The necessity of reliev- 
ing the congestion of the traffic on Cal- 
houn street, especially at 
the 
down 
town street crossings, makes the open- 
ing of Clinton street, under the rail- 
road tracks very desirable, if not im- 
perative. 
If said Clinton street 
was 
open up to the railroad tracks, there 
would be no legal objection to the 
opening of the street under the rail- 
road tracks, but Clinton ftreet Is open 
only to the center line of 
Railroad 
street, and from there to the railroad 
tracks is a space of about 120 feet 


which is the property of the Pennsyl- 
vania company, and which was do- 
nated to said company by Judge Han- 
na for depot purposes. 
This 
depot 
ground is the stumbling block which 
could be removed by restoring to the 
city the right which she had before 
1905. 
City Attorney Colerick, at the 
request of citizens, 
has 
therefor« 
drawn up a bill to that effect. 
This 
bill 
has 
been 
introduced in both 
' houses of the 
present 
legislature. 
Business 
men and other 
taxpayers 
who believe in the advisability of a 
gradual elimination of all street ob- 
structions ought to inform our repre- 
sentaitives and senators by letter. 
We 
are Informed that the bill will be dis- 
cussed before the committee «n cities 
and towns next Tuesday evening, and 
it is desirable that the Fort 
Wayne 
business concerns which are mostly 
, interested in this» matter, should at- 
tend that meeting.

for state-wide prohibition. 
And they 
did this in spite of the fact that one 
Indianapolis brewer boasted that he 
spent $11,000 to beat the democratic 
ticket, and that he got his money's 
worth. It now looks like he got a little 
more than his money's worth. 


Soon after the election it is said that 
one of the brewers called up a well- 
known democrat to help him control 
the legislatur'e, and the democrat re- 
plied that he would spend a lot of 
money to get him another job than 
making beer. 
Then there is Allen 
county, which sent three Fort Wayne 
republicans to the 
legislature, 
and 
every one of them voted for prohibi- 
tion. 
During the campaign the agent 
of another brewery made the round of 
Newcastle saloon keepers and 
told 
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them a deal had been made between 
the 
brewers 
and 
the 
republicans 
whereby the former would be taken 
care of, and for all the wet fellows to 
support the republican ticket. 
They 
are taking care of them—Just like an 
undertaker takes care of his patrons. 


In two other large counties of the 
state where two breweries are located 
they passed the word down the line to 
support the entire republican 
ticket 
and six republicans were elected to 
the legislature and every one of them 
dry as a bone and all of them acting 
as pallbearers at the brewery funeral. 
Similar cases could be cited In other 
parts of the state. 
After all this the 
breweries make a rush for the demo- 
cratic camp but find the door slammed 
in their faces. For once the old game 
of playing both ends against the mid- 
dle failed to work. 


It seems that the deal made between 
the brewers and 
certain 
republican 
bosses in Indianapolis 
last 
January 
was a well laid plot of revenge, and 
the brewers fell for it—took the bait 
at a single gup. 
The revenge was for 
the beating the republicans received 
eight years ago and which they always 
charged to the wets. The latter seemed 
to have forgotten that event but the 
G. O. P. bosses never forgot it for a 
minute. 
They bided their time, set 
the trap and the liquor forces walked 
blithely into it, only to find that they 
had entered a slaughter house instead 
of a friendly inn. 
It took eight years 
for the G. O. P. to get its revenge, but 
it seems all the sweeter for the wait- 
ing.

It i.s not c'lough that the body should 
be .siij>plied Avith the kind of food for re- 
pairing it, and with tlie kind of food to 
keep it wuini and tu give power to move. 
It must also have lime, iron and com- 
mon salt to build up the cells and 
to 
keep them in good condition, 


Bones and teeth are example-s of tJie 
cells which require lime and which can- 
not be repaired without it, 
Milk and 
eggs are the best sources of lime for the 
body. 
Other lime-giving foods are but- 
termilk, prunes, beans, cottage cheese, 
celery, .spinach, cauliflower. 


Blood cannot be kept rich and red un- 
les.s the body makes daily many millioiisi 
of red blood 
corpuscles. 
In 
anemia, 
where people become pale and listless, 
the .supply of red corpuscles is usually 
greatly reduced. 
Iron-giving foods are 
whole wheat bread, egg yolk, cabbage, 
oatmeal, dried bean.s, 
celery, 
spinacJi, 
lettuce, 
a.sparagu.s 
and 
green 
string 
bean.s. 


Nerve and brain cell.s cannot be made 
unless a sub.stancc 
for 
building them 
known ns phosphoru.s, is supplied insuf- 
ficient ajnounts in the food. 
This .sub- 
stance is most abundant in spinacli, but- 
termilk, cottage chee.se, asparagus, cauli 
flower, cucumbers and ceii>ry. 


Some people buy lime, iron and salts 
at the drug store in various medicines. 
OtJicrs gel them from fruits and vege- 
tables. 
As a general thing our instincts 
may be relied upon to supply tlie or- 
ganism with the necessary amount of 
common salt. 


The human machine, like the steam 
engine needs to be kept clean. Cellulo.so, 
a substance familiar in the long strin^is 
of old celery, in lettuce and in cabbage, 
is not u.sed by the body for food, but 
cleans oxit the digestive tract. 
Among 
the other vegetables containing cellulose 
arc carrots, green corn, potatoes, par- 
snips, fresh beets, squash, lettuce and 
lima beans.

A day's meals should contain 
some 
meat or eggs or milk; starchy vegetables, 
bread, butter, one vegetable which gives 
iron and one vegetable or fruit which 
gives lime. 
The phosphorus is usually 
insured by the milk, eggs and cereals.

BLAME "COAL SHORTAGE." 


French Expert Says Officers 
and Men Are Equal 
of Any. 


Paris, Feb 3.—Rear Admiral De Gouy, 
retired, of the French navy, paid tribute 
to the officers and men of the American 
navy in an interview on the submarine 
issue which he gave today to a corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press. 


"Should tíerinany's new policy," said 
the admiral, "bring the United States 
into the Europeiin conflict American 
sailors may be depended upon to give 
a good account of themselves in fighting 
submarines which are now on the other 
side of the Atlantic or that may get 
tliere." 


.\dmiral De Gouy has made a life 
study of French naval strategy and tac- 
tics with reference to Cíermany and is 
one of the best authorities on the sub- 
ject. 
Some of his ideas, once rejected 
by the French navy, are now gaining 
favor, notably in regard to the more 
comprehensive action against submarine 
bases. 


Speaking of the means adopted by tiie 
allies against under-sea attacks the ad- 
miral said: 


"Generalities are only admissible in 
talking of the means of defense and 
attack used by the allies in submarine 
warfaie. 
We are even denied every- 
thing but surmises as to how German 
submari/ies ha\'e 
been 
captured or 
sunk. 
My impression is that 
your 
naval officers know all about defen- 
sive and offensive measures and none 
are more capable of making use of 
such knowledge. 
The ruthless cam - 
paign 
announced by Germany will 
make the deadlines of submarine more 
certain, more lives will be lost, and 
something added to mateiial 
losses, 
but it cannot win the war. 
It will, in 
fact, have but a mediocre Influence on 
the final issue. 


"As for the ajinounced blockade by 
submarines of such an extent of coa.st, 
it is a misnomer. 
Two thousand sub- 
marines would not be equal to the 
task of making the blockade effective 
in the sense of the term as formerly 
accepted and I calculate 
that 
Ger- 
many has something like 200 of these 
vessels. 
Only part of these, for obvi- 
ous reasons, can at any one time be in 
service. 
The German government is 
quite aware of this and has much less 
confidence in submarines than tho 
German people. It is the people alone 
who exppct great things from them 
and who seem to have imposed their 
sentiments upon the heads of the gov- 
ernment."

Many State Legislatures Training Heav- 
iest Guns on Liquor Traffic 


Twenty-three states, whose legisla- 
tures are In session, have passed, or 
are practically certain to pass, laws 
advocated by the enemies of the liquor 
traffic. 


Wyoming has, by unanimous action 
of the legislature, submitted prohibi- 
tion to a vt)te of the people. 
The 
election will be In 1918 and the law 
will go Into effect January 1, 192>), if 
approved. 
It Is asserted that a pro- 
hibition statute would pass the Wy- 
oming legislature by a good majority. 


The Tennessee legislature has en- 
acted four laws which, according to 
the 
Nashville 
Tennesseean, 
"give 
complete and final victory to the pro- 
hibitionists." 
One law prohibits the 
so-called "locker system;" one 
pro- 
hibits the receiving of orders for liq- 
uor to be shipped iu; another 
closes 
the wholesale 
liquor houses 
which 
have 
been 
permitted 
to 
distribute 
llquox to other states; the nuisance 
law is perfected and bootlegging 
is 
made ar felony on second offense. 
A 
"bone dry" law prohibiting the im- 
portation of liquor for any beverage 
purpose has passed 
first reading in 
both houses and will almost certainly 
become law. 


The Iowa legislature is proceeding 
t o the submission 
of 
a 
prohibition 
amendment 
to reinforce 
its present 
statutory law and it is very possible 
that the amendment submitted will 
be "bone dry." 


The governors of Mississippi 
and 
Georgia are considering the advisa- 
bility of calling extrei sessions of the 
legislatures of those states to 
pass 
laws prohibiting 
liquor 
Importation. 


SImlar measures are under oonsldem- 
tion, witk strong probability of pas- 
sage 
in 
Colorado, 
Kansa«, 
North 
Carolina. South 
Carolina. 
Washing- 
ton, and West Virginia. 
In the last- 
named state the shipping la of liquor 
is already prohibited, but at present 
it 
may 
be 
brought 
In. 
In 
North 
Carolina and 
South Carelina 
other 
stringent 
enforcement measures are 
having comparatively easy sailing. 


The Delaware legislature, which Is 
in session, will probably submit pro- 
hibition for the one remaining 
wet 
county, which induces 
Wilmington; 
the Illinois legislature 
is facing 
a 
fight for submission of state prohibi- 
tion; while in Indiana a straight con- 
test for a dry state 
has Just 
been 
fought and won. 
In Minnesota and 
Missouri state 
prohibition 
Is 
under 
consideration, with 
the 
odds In Its 
favor in the former state. 
In New 
Mexico the prohibitionists are in ab- 
solute control. 
Oregon is proceeding 
to the passage of a "bone dry" meas- 
ure approved by the voters at the last 
election; South Dakota will pass a very 
drastic law. with the "bone dry" fea- 
ture the only thing in doubt. 
Utah 
will pass a prohibition law which is 
exceedingly strong and the Texas leg-^ 
islature Is under mandate to submit 
the question for a vote in July. 
Even 
in Wisconsin the prohibitionists are 
beginning to wax strong and aggres- 
sive.

If 
it were to be out of 
doors from the time 
it left home until it 
returned, the usual 
s m o t h e r i n g with 
clothes would not be so bad. 
But it 
gets to school, plays violently 
and 
rushes into the school building too late 
to properly 
take 
off 
its garments. 
Many children wear rubbers and leg- 
fins until recess. The child soon shows 
the 
effects 
of 
uncontrolled 
body 
changes 
by 
sweating feet, running 
nose and other hot house symptoms. 


The same thing is true of elder peo- 
ple to a lesser extent. 
Clothes are no 
longer chosen for their warmth 
or 
coolness, 
but 
for their appearance. 
Durability is no lohcer a virtue. 
Style 
comes 
first. 
This is another reason 
why there are so many winter colds. 


For this season of the year the body 
should be covered from neck to ankle 
\ ^ t h one layer of the same material. 
This is best accomplished by the union 
suit. 
Stockings 
of 
similar 
texture 
should be worn, and thick soled shoes. 


The sole of the foot is one of the 
most delicate parts of the body. 
It 
must 
be 
protected 
against 
sudden 
changes in temperature. 


One should dress according to the 
kind of atmosphere in which he works 
or lives. 
The weight of the 
coat 
or cloak should be governed by outdoor 
conditions. 


Exposure of the upper part of the 
body, notably the chest or back, is apt 
to affect the breathing apparatus—first 
the bronchial tubes and then the lungs. 


Exposure of the neck and chest is 
'1«8S dangerous than the exposure of 
the back, because the lungs do not lie 
so close to the chest wall as to the 
back. 
The circulation through large 
vessels that lie in the chest also pre- 
vents sudden congestion of the lung 
tissue. 


That is why many wornen can wear 
low n?ck dresses with impunity in the 


exposed to sun, heat and cold. 


The hands and face are constantly 
exposed to the air and it is not often 
that their exposure lowers a person's 
vitality.

Contagious diseases are more com- 
mon In winter than in summer be- 
cause winter is the season of the year 
when we live in closest contact with 
our fellows. 


Beginning w^ith, fall, we stay indoors 
too much. 
We eat heavily, take little 
or no exercise, 
¿eep 
windows 
and 
doors 
closed 
a.gainst 
the light and 
fresh air, muffle our bodies in heavy 
clothing and invite disease. 


It is true that most diseases are 
caused by germs, but if the system is 
kept healthy and vigorous by right 
living most persons would have suffi- 
cient resisting power to overcome the 
germs. 
It is, as a rule, when the body 
has become weakened that it becomes 
a prey to these germs. 


Among the causes that destroy man's 
power of resistance may be mentioned 
lack of proper food, exhaustion from 
overwork, loss of sleep, poverty, over- 
crowding, 
dirt, 
ignorance, 
impure 
milk and water, abuse of alcohol, lack 
of sunshine and fresh air, indoor life 
with sudden exposure to cold, mechan- 
ical injury, constitutional disease or 
any unhygienic way of living. 


As a result of our irrational living 
our mouths have become the breeding 
places of dangerous bacteria. 
Germs 
of diphtheria, tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and probably whooping cough, rheas- 
les, scarlet fever and other ailments 
have their homes in our mouths and 
noses. 


They are thrown out in the air and 
spread in the act of sneezing, cough- 
ing and spitting. 


The unventilated street car is one 
of the largest factors in the spreading 
of disease. In these usually at the ap- 
proach of winter 
the 
windows 
are 
sealed down so that it is almost impos- 
sible to open one. 
In some cars the 
only way that foul air can get out or 
pure air get in 
is 
through 
a small 
opening at the top.

Howard

clares that ninety per cent of all re-

COUNTS CONStiESCES OF MOMENTOUS STEP 


Washington, Feb. 3.—Diplomatic relations with Germany have 


been broken off. President Wilson in a personal address to a joint ses- 
sion of congress at 2 o'clock this afternoon, publicly announced, the 
American government's answer to Germany's declaration of ruthless 
submarine warfare. 


Ambassador Gerard has been instructed to ask the German for- 


eign office for his passports. Passports have been sent to Count von 
Bernstorff. 


.Spain will take over the diplomatic interests of the UnitedStata 


in Berlin. Germany's diplomatic interests in the United States will 
be assumed by the Swiss legation.

Severance is Complete. 


Ambassador Gerard's instructions are to close his embassy as well 


as all the consulates in Germany. All embassy attaches, consuls, con- 
sulate agents and their staffs are to be brought, out o£ Germany. This 
makes the severance of relations more complete than is usual in such 
cases. 


At the Verge of War. 


Confident that the entire country is 


behind him and assured of the united 
support of congress, President Wilson 
after his conference yesterday with his 
cabinet and senators came to the con- 
clusion that there was only one course 
for the United States to pursue. 


Breaking: oft diplomatic relations 


brings the United States to the verge 
of war. Never In the history of the 
world have two flrat-class powers sev- 
ered their diplomatic relations with- 
out hostilities following. President 
"Wilson in taking the momentous step 
has counted the consequences care- 
fully, as have his advisers. 


Germany Has Counted Cost. 


Germany, all her officials have 


openly said, had counted the cost of a 
break with the United States and was 
prepareed to pay It in the hope of 
shortening the war.

Americans Taken on 


Prize Ships. 


Washington, Feb. 3.—The Uni- 


ted States has formally demanded 
of Germany the 
immediate re- 


lease of the two Americans who 
were taken prisoners on prize ships 
by the raiders in the south At- 
lantic. 


In all there were 64 Americans 


taken from the steamers Gcorgic, 
Mount Temple and Voltaire. Six- 
ty of the prisoners arc confined in 
the prison camp at Duelmcn, in 
"Westfalen. 


London, Feb. 3.—A large crowd of

Measure Slfort of War. 


Breaking off diplomatic relations 


with Germany docs not mean war but 
easily may lead to war. It is an act of 
protest characterized in the usage of 
nations as a "measure short of war." 


The danger that war may follow is 


accentuated by the diplomatic history 
of the world. Modern times show no 
instance of a diplomatic break be- 
tween two first-class powers that has 
not been followed by Hostilities. 


The rights of German In tho United 


States and of Americans in Germany 
are practically unaffected by the sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations. No 
treaties are terminated or suspended 
but remain !n full force and effect un- 
less cither government later decides to 
renounce them which, under Interna- 
tional practice generally calls for a no- 


tice of one. year. 
German consuls in 


the United States, and American con- 
suls in Gori'naiiy. holding their places 
by virtue of treaties, continue to per- 
form their usual functions, but they no 
longer work under supervision of dip- 
lomatic officers. 


Commercial Relations. 


There is no change in commercial 


relations, already badly crippled by 
tho war. Individuals and corporations 
may follow their usual altairs provid- 
ing they do not deal in contraband and 
their obligations are as binding as ever. 
The courts still remain open to them 
for redress but they have no facility 
for direct intervention of their diplo- 
matic officials.

"We seek merely 
to stand true alike in thought and in ac- 
tion to the immemorial principles of our 
people—* * * * * seek merely to vindi- 
cate our right to liberty and justice and 
unmolested life. These are tha basis of 
peace, not war. God grant that we may 
not be challenged to defend them against 
nets of wilful injustice on the part of 
the government of Germany."

The President's Address. 


The president spoke as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress: "The 


imperial German government on tho 
31st of January, announced to this 
government and to the governments of 
the other neutral nations that on and 
after the first day of February, tho 
present month, it would adopt a policy 
with regard to tho use ot submarines 
against all shipping seeking to pass, 
through certain designated acreas of [ 
the high seas, to which it is clearly ray 
duty to call your attention. 


"Let me remind the congress on the 


8th'of April last, in view of the sink- 
ing on the 24th of March of the cross- 
channel passenger steamer Sussex by a 
German submarine without summons 
or warning and tho consequent loss of 
lives of several citizens of tho United 
States who were passengers aboard her, 
this government addressed a note to 
the Imperial government in which it 
made the following declaration: 


The Sussex Case Note. 
" 'If it is still the purpose of the 


imperial government to prosecute re- 
lentless and 
indiscriminate warfare 


against vessels of commerce by the 
use of submarines without regard to 
what tho government of the United 
States must consider the sacred and 
indisputable rules of international law 
and the universally recognized dic- 
tates of humanity the government of 
the United States is at last forced to' 
the conclusion that there is but one 
course it can pursue.

unique ideaa.

Bouse Must Concur. 


It was the supposition 
yesterday 


that the bill, as amended and passed 
by the senate, would be returned to 
the house today for concurrence. Both 
the dry and wet advocates expected 
that the amendments would be con- 
curred in. 
One of the amendments 


prohibits the sale of M'hisky and wine 
by druggists and the other fixes the 
time for the law to go into effect as 
April 2. 1918. 


What success the supporters of the 


proposed commission measure 
will 


have Is conjectural, particularly since 
the dry advocates have opposed altera- 
tions so strenuously. Governor Good- 
rich stated to a reporter yesterday that 
the plan had been submitted to him In 
a general way in writing and that he 
understands that some of the leading 
dry advocates are inclined to favor it. 


Conferences are to be held today 


and tomorrow to consider the plan 
and to attempt to reach an agreement, 
if it Is adopted a bill will be drafted 
along lines that are said to be unique 
in this country and to represent the 
first step towards settlement of the 
liquor question under state manage- 
ment. 


Tho plan ns submitted to the gov- 


ernor would provide for the appoint- 
ment of a com mission of four business 
men to have charge of all of tho brew- 
cries, distilleries and saloons with au- 
thority to operate them for the benefit 
of tin- owners and to liquidate the 
property for their benefit an soon ns 
possible. The time limit placed on the 
commission for disposal of all of the 
properties would be Dec. 31. 191S. 


No TJqiKir Shipped In. 


The bill would provide for the begin- 


ning of prohibition In Indiana within 
thirty or sixty days after the close of 
the legislature in thnt nil of the proper 
ties would be placed In the hands of 
tho state for control JIIH! operation. 


The commission would have tho au- 


thority to close any 
property in its 


own initiative. The bill would provide 
for the taking of nn inventory of all 
of the properly used in tho liquor 
business. 


The receipts would be paid into the 


commission and distributed by it to 
the proper sources in the liquidation 
of the properties. 
It would provide 


also that no liquor should be shipped 
into the stato after the taking effect 
of the bill, which would bo soon after 
the adjournment 
of the legislature 


and that whatever liquor Is sold in In- 
diana before complete prohibition be- 
comes effective shall be manufactured 
by Indiana concerns. 
The plan has been suggested as 
means of giving the men engaged in 
the business a. chance t6 realize more 
fully on their properties, which must 
be closed permanently within the next 
two years. It has been submitted to 
prominent men, who say that it would 
prove the most satisfactory settlement 
of the prohibition question and would 
be fair to the prohibition advocates as 
well as to the men engaged in the 
liquor business.

The Interned Ships.

Individual Status 


In fact so far as individuals are con- 


cerned the status remains practically 
unchanged by a break in diplomatic 
relations. Upon the conduct of Amer- 
icans in Germany and the conduct of 
Germans and German sympathizers in 
the United States depends the atti- 
tude of the respective 
governments 


regarding them. 


There is. however, one relation be- 


tween the United States and Germany 
which ceases through diplomatic rup- 
ture. 
It is the humanitarian task of 


guarding the welfare of soldiers in the 
prison camps of their enemies and the 
care of German civilians detained in 
the entente countries. This vast task, 
which is being performed by American 
diplomatic 
representatives 
in Eng- 


land, the French camps, in Africa and 
in the Russian camps, extending to 
the icy wastes of Siberia, will have to 
be confided to other hands. 


Likewise the 
welfare 
of British. 


French. Russian and other allied per- 
sons in Germany, Austria nnd Turkey 
will pass to some other neutral power. 
The ministering hand of the United 
States, which has cared for these men 
lost to their homes nnd friends, which 
has brought them food, clothing and 
medicine to cheer a desolate existence, 
will be ivithdrawn. Someone else will 
have to take up the cause of humanity 
on land, while the United States, by 
severing 
diplomatic 
relations with 


Germany, makes protest against the 
violation of humanity. 


Some Earlier Cases.

ing statement: 
" 'The imperial government there-

The German Assurance. 


"In reply to this declaration the im- 


perial government gave this govern- 
ment the following assurance: 


"'The German government/is pre- 


pared to do its utmost to confine the 
operations of war for the rest of Its 
duration to the fighting forces of the 
belligerents, thereby also insuring the 
freedom of the seas, a principle upon 
which the German government believes 
now as before to be in agreement with 
the governement of the United States. 


' 'The German government, guided 


by this idea, notifies the government 
of the United States that the German 
naval forces have received the follow- 
ing orders. In accordance with the 
general principle of ivslt and search 
and destruction of merchant vessels 
characterized by international law such 
vessels both within and without the 
area declared a. naval war zone shall 
not be sunk without warning and with- 


that of neutrals included, 


from and to England and from and to 
France, etc.. etc. AH ships met within 
the zone will be sunk.' 


Has No Alternative. 


"I think that you will agree with me 


that, in view of this declaration which 
suddenly and without prior intimation 
of any kind deliberately withdraws the 
solemn assurance given in the imperial 
government's note of the 4th of May, 
1!>16, this government has no alterna- 
tive consistent with the dignity and 
honor of the United States but to take 
tho course which, in its note of the ISth 
of April. 1916. it announced that it 
would take in event that the German 
government did not declare and effect 
abandonment of the methods of the 
submarine warfare which it was then 
employing and to which it now pur- 
poses again to resort. 


Announces the Break. 


"I have, therefore, directed the sec- 


retary of state to announce to his ex- 
cellency the German ambassador, that 
all diplomatic relations between the 
United States and the German empire 
are severed and that the American am- 
bassador at Berlin will Immediately 
be withdrawn, and, in accordance with 
this decision, to hand to his excellency 
his passports. 


"Notwithstanding this unexpected no- 


tion of the German government tfiis sud- 
den and deeply deplorable renunciation 
of its assurances, given thi» government 
at one of the most critical moments of 
tension in the relations of the two gov- 
ernments, I refuse to believe that it is 
the intention of the German authorities 
to do in fact, what they warned u» 
they will feel nt liberty to do. 


Refuses to Believe It 


"I cannot bring myself to believe that 


they will indeed pay no regard to .tu< 
ancient friendship between their peopli 
and our own to the solemn obligation* 
which have been 
exchanged 
between 


them, anil destroy American ships »nd 
tako the -lives of American citizens in 
the willful prosecution of the nithlesi 
naval program they have announced their 
intention to adopt. Only actual overt 
acts on their part can make me believe 
it even now. 


"If this inveterate confidence on my 


part in tlie sobriety and prudent fore- 
sight of their purpose should unhappily 
prove unfounded; if American ships and 
American lives should in fact be sacri- 
ficed by their naval commanders in heed- 
less contravention of the just and rea- 
sonable understandings of international 
law and the obvious dictates of human- 
ity, I shall take the liberty of coming 
again before the congress to ask that 
authority be given me to use any means 
that may be necessary for the protec- 
tion of our seamen nnd our people in the 
prosecution of their peaceful and legiti- 
mate errands on the high seas. I can 
do nothing less. I t»ke it for granted 
that all neutral governments will take 
the same course. 


Do Not Desire Conflict. 


"We do not desire any hostile con- 


flict with the imperial German gov- 
ernment. We are the sincere friends 
of the German people and earnestly 
desire to remain at peace with the 
government which speaks for them. 
We shall not believe that they kre hria- 
tlle to us unless and until we-are 
obliged to believ it; and we purpose 
nothing more than the reasonable de- 
fense- of the undoubted rights of our 
people. We wish to serve no selftsii 
ends. We se'ek merely to stand- true 
alike in thought and action to the'im- 
memorial principles of our people 
which I have sought to express in my 
address to the senate only two weeks 
ago—seek merely 
to vindicate our 


right to liberty and Justice and unmo- 
lested life. • These are the boaog of 
peace, not war. God grant that we 


out saving human lives unless these , ™ay not be challenged to defend them 
by acts of wilful injustice on the part 
of the government of Germany." 
ships attempt to escape or offer resist- 
ance. 
" 'But,' it added, 'neutrals cannot 


expect that Germany, forced to fight 
for her existence shall, for the sake 
of neutral interests, restrict the use 
of an effective weapon if her enemy is 
permitted to continue to apply at will 
methods of 
warfare 
violating the 


rules of international law. Such a de- 
mand would 
be 
incompatible with 


the character of neutrality and the 
German government is convinced that 
the government of the Untod .States 
does not think of making such a de- 
mand, knowing that the government 
of the United States has repeatedly 
declared that it is determined to re- 
store the principle of the freedom of 
the seas, from whatever quarter it has 
been violated.'

Assurances Accepted.

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Indiana Goes Dry 


There's a new recruit in the steadily growing ranks of the dry 


states. By a majority more overwhelming than any the most ardent 
advocate of state-wide prohibition had dared to hope, the Indiana sen- 
ate has followed the lead of the house in passing the "Wright prohi- 
bition bill to put an end to the liquor traffic in this state on April 2, 
.U)18. The remaining steps to complete the enactment—the ratifica- 
tion by the house of the senate amendments and the affixing of his 
signature by Governor Goodrich—are purely perfunctory matters that 
ieem certain to be carried out without delay. 


State-wide prohibition, the realization of a years-old dream of the 


temperance forces in Indiana, is especially remarkable only as to the 
time and manner in which it has been accomplished. It is, of course, 
but a new demonstration of the mighty sweep of anti-liquor senti- 
ment that has been gathering irresistible force in practically every sec- 
tion of the union in recent years. It is interesting to note that the re- 
sult has been attained in Indiana following a political campaign in 
which the liquor question did not figure as a dominant issue. Neither 
the democrats nor the republicans in Indiana last year in their state 
platforms gave utterances that could be construed as foreshadowing 
the culmination that has now developed. There were hints, of course, 
that state-wide prohibition would be asked, but until the actual ses- 
sions of the assembly neared there was no indication of the real 
strength of the temperance sentiment among the lawmakers or the 
force which was to rise up and demand action. 


Then there arose the belief thai the house would pass the bill, but 


that its fate in the senate wns at. best extremely problematir-al. There 
was a time, in fact, when it was believed the seriate would certainly 
develop a majority hostile to the bill. Vet after the house had given 
its expected majority for the measure and the eyes of the state were 
turned on the senate, it was quickly apparent that the psychology of 
the house situation was having its effect in the upper branch. Voting 
. on amendments scorned to then indicate that the bill would manage to 
carry through thn senate by a vote of something like 27 to 22. Yet 
overnight as the final vole drew near there was a baud-wagon rush 
that, put eleven morn senators behind the measure and gave it passage 
by twelve more votes than the constitutional senate majority. 


The non-partisan character of the action is another noteworthy 


phase of tho victory for the dry forces. It was a republican house and 
a democratic senate that sounded the death knell of the Indiana sa- 
loon, and the division of the vote in both branches was such as to di- 
vnst the upheaval of political tinge. The character of the work in be- 
half of the bill was undoubtedly in large measure responsible for the 
elimination of political division on the question. There were no polit- 
ical lines in the thousands upon thousands of petitions asking the en- 
actment .of the dry bill. There were no political lines in the big as- 
semblage of friends of temperance who descended upon the legislature 
during the discussion of the measure. It was an effective crystalliza- 
tion of the dry sentiment of the state, unaffected by any other issue 
whatever. It was impressive, and it manifestly aided tremendously 
in producing results. 


Great as is the forward step Indiana has taken for the banish- 


ment of the liquor traffic, it must, be realized that public opinion is not 
and will not be a unit in endorsing it. There are many men who sin- 
cerely oppose drastic legislation of this character, either from a bclici 
that it is unwarranted interference with personal liberty, from the 
standpoint of public finances, or from the fear that illicit sale undei 
various subterfuges will be more harmful than regulated sale under 
the license system. Yet the concensus of predominant thought today 
is plainly toward the obliteration of the traffic. Above all and over 
all rises the question of the weaker brother and what we owe him in 
the way of protection and safeguard. Tho public sentiment tha 
forced the enactment of the dry law in Indiana is not a sudden spasm 
of virtue. It is the product of long study, close observation, calm rea 
soning and long suffering under the harm that liquor does and th 
ruthless defiance of law on the part of so many of the men engaged in 
the traffic. There will be those on whom the dry regime will work 
temporary financial hardship. Investments of many thousands of 
dollars must find new avenues of productive activity in order to avoid 
total loss. This will require some patience and no little business in- 
genuity. Yet it cannot be pleaded that snap judgment has been tak- 
en. There has been warning after warning of what was to come. 
Nothing has been made plainer during the past ten or fifteen years 
•than that Indiana would finally do just what has now been done. This 
fact, we think, will be freely admitted even by the liquor forces. 


The passage of the dry law will not at once completely correct all 


the accumulated imperfections of years. That must not be expected. 
There must be readjustments to meet the changed conditions. All 
these must be worked out, and they can bo worked out. Jt will re- 
quire time and patience and judgment as well as consideration for 
those who must make radical change to conform to the readjustment 
order of things. It cannot bo done in a moment, but The Sentinel be- 
lieves the result will finally be an almost universal aeceptnnec of the 
banishment of the traffic in liquor as the greatest single achievement 
of Indiana citizens for Indiana citizenship.

They 
are taking care of them—Just like an 
undertaker takes care of his patrons. 


In two other large counties of the 


state where two breweries are located 
they passed the word down the line to 
support the entire republican ticket 
and six republicans -were elected to 
the legislature and every one of them 
dry as a bone and all of them acting 
as pallbearers at the brewery funeral. 
Similar coses could be cited In other 
parts of the state. After all this the 
breweries make a rush for the demo- 
cratic camp but find the door slammed 
in their faces. For once the old game 
of playing both ends against the mid- 
dle failed to work. 


It seems that tho deal mado between 


the brewers and certain republican 
bosses in Indianapolis last January 
was a well laid plot of revenge, and

engine needs to be kept, clean. Cellulose, 
n substance familiar in the long strings 
of old celery, in lettuce (mil in cabbage, 
is not. used by the body for food, but 
cleans out Ihc digestive tract. Among 
the other vegetables containing cellulose 
are carrots, green corn, potatoes, ptir- 
snips. fresh beet?, squash, lettuce and 
lima beans. 


A day's meals should contain some 


meat, or eggs or milk; starchy vegetables, 
bread, butler, one vegetable which gives 
iron and one vegetable or fruit which 
gives lime. The phosphorus is usually 
insured by the milk, eggs and cereals.

country in war. American* may have 
the technical right to go upon the 
armed merchantmen of belligerents, 
but in this time. If they do, they win 
show by their action that their spirit 
of defiance is greater than their feel- 
ing of patriotism. The United States, 
in my opinion, should be very slow la 
going to war over the conduct of such 
Americans." 


Senator Kern said he retarded the 


situation as grave, but that the mat- 
ter is in the hands of the president, 
and he believed members of congress 
should allow him to handle It without 
suggestions that might prove embar- 
rassing. 


Representative William B. Cox,'of 


Indiana, said: "I am irith the presi- 
dent and I intend to give him 'such 
support as I can.

Commissioner Brought to 


CitybyT.P.Thieme. 


Dr. Frederick C. Howe, author and 


commissioner of Immigration for Ke\v 
York, delivered an address before a 
large audience at the Wayne Knit club 
house Friday night. Sir. Howe stopped 
in Fort Wayne in course of a trip to 
the Pacific coast, and while In the city 
was the guest of Theodore F. Thicine. 
president of the Wayno Knitting mills. 


Dr. Howe said that very few people 


realized the wonderful progress that is 
being made by the cities of the United 
States. He declared in a few years 
time an end had been put to graft and 
corruption and that over 400 cities had 
adopted city charters. 


The Ctty of Tomorrow. 


Mr. Hows spoke on the subject, "The 


City of Tomorrow." 
His address was 


in part as follov.s: 


"Few people realize." said Dr. Fred- 


eric C. Howe, commissioner of im- 
migration at the port of ?f aw Tork. and 
author of many books upon the city, 
"the wonderful progress that is being 
made by the cities of the 
United 


States. In a few years' time we have 
put an end to. graft and corruption. 
Over 400 cities have adopted new city 
charters under the commission or man- 
ager form of government, while im- 
mense municipal projects are going on 
all over the country. 
Chambers of 


commcrco and citizens have united in 
the determination to clean up the city 
and make it the pride rather than the 
shnme of our country. And they have 
succeeded wonderfully well. 


"The two big movements that inter- 


est me most u.re municipal ownership 
and city planning. 
And both these 


movements are going ahead at a very 
great speed. 
San Francisco owns its 


street railways und is running them at 
a substantial profit. Cleveland has re- 
cently opened a big municipal electric 
lighting plant and is selling electric 
light and current at a maximum of 
three cents and a minimum of one 
cent, whereas they formerly paid eight 
cents for domestic use. Cleveland has 
also reduced its street railway fares to 
three cents, while Toledo. Detroit and 
Columbus. Ohio, have reduced fares to 
either seven tickets for a quarter or 
eight tickets for a quarter. 
Los 


Angelen is carrying through one of the 
biggest hydro-electric water power un- 
dertakings in the world. It is bring- 
ing water to the city from a source one 
hundred miles away and will develop 
municipal electric power sufficient to 
supply not only the city but the entire 
surrounding district and at a neglig- 
ible cost. All over the country cltlos 
are organizing in protest against the 
private public utility corporation* or 
for the public ownership of electric 
light and gas plants. 


"America Is almost the only big 


country in which the cities do not own 
their public service corporations. 
In 


Glasgow the average rate of street rail- 
way fares is less than 2 cents. The ma- 
jority of the people ride for 1 cent. Yet 
at these low rates of fares the city has 
earned enough to repay the entire cost 
of the street railway equipment, which 
IX now owned by tho city fren of any 
indebtedness whatever. 
In Germany 


the street railways, pas and clctrlc 
lighting pluntt: arc largely owned by 
the city, am! In none tit the countries 
would they thin!; of returning to pri- 
vate ownership. 


"All over the country, too. town plan- 


ning movement.* have been Marled for 
the beautiflcatlon of the city, for the 
building of civic centers around which 
public buildings are grouped, for lay- 
Ing out beautiful suburbs and for work- 
ing out housing projects fur the poorer 
classes. 
Cleveland. Sun "ranclaco, 


Denver and a number of other large 
cities are upending immense sums in 
the bunding of public buildings around 
r. common center like the great centers 
of Europe. In a number of cities the 
private real estate owners have laid 
out 
beautiful 
suburban 
additions, 


which compare favorably with the 
most, beautiful planning projects

Europe. These cities that are working 
out these planning projects have em- 
ployed experts to guide them in their 
work.

But last 
fall a pioco of shrapnel burled itself in 
his shoulder, permanently disabling him. 


After his com'alcscenco Monroe started 


from England but was delayed between 
boats 
In Liverpool,

"Bobble Burns." mascot of tho Princess 
Pats, became separated from him on the 
docks. 
Monroe hunted for the dog for 


two days and took the next boat. 


Monroe's career In the ring was me- 


teoric. 
He first achieved fame In De- 


cember, 1902. when he met Jeffries In a 
four round bout at Butte. Mont. 


Jeff was meeting all comers in four 


round bouts, and paying a forfeit in case 
he did not knock them out. 


Jeff had been so successful that he be- 


came careless and when he met Monroe 
he left an opening which tho Pennsyl- 
vania, giant was not slow to take ad- 
vantage of. 
In the 
fourth round he 


caught Jeff OB the point of the jaw and 


Jack Monroe and the Prince ss Pat mascot, "Bobble Burnt." 


knocked him to the floor. 


Almost two years later Jeff had his re- 


venge by knocking out Monroe In two 
rounds in Kan Francisco. 


Monroe retired from the ring In^lSOS 


ami went to Elk City, Out., whore he 
was elected mayor, a position he held un- 
til shortly before ho went to the front.

Many S to te Legisla tures Training Heav- 
iest Guns on Liquor 
Traffic

Twenty-three states, whose legisla- 


tures are in session, have passed, or 
•re practically certain to pass, lawa 
advocated by the enemies of the liquor 
traffic. 


"Wyoming has, by unanimous action 


of the legislature, submitted prohibi- 
tion to a vote ot the people. The 
election will be In 1918 and the law 
will go into effect January 1, 1930, if 
approved. It Is asserted that a pro- 
hibition statute would pass the Wy- 
oming legislature by a good majority. 


The Tennessee legislature has en- 


acted four laws which, according: to 
the 
Nashville 
Tennesseean, 
"give 


complete and final victory to the pro- 
hibitionists." One law prohibits the 
so-called "locker system;" one pro- 
hibits the receiving of orders for llq- 
lior to be shipped in: another closes 
the wholesale liquor houses which 
have been permitted to 
distribute 


liquor to other states; the nuisance 
law Is perfected and bootlegging Is 
made a felony on second offense. A 
"bone dry" law prohibiting the im- 
portation of liquor for any beverage 
purpose has passed first reading in 
both houses and will almost certainly 
become law. 


The Iowa legislature is proceeding 


to the submission of a prohibition 
amendment to reinforce Its present 
•tatutory law and Ic is very possible 
that the amendment submitted will 
be "bone dry." 


The governors ot Mississippi and 


Georgia are considering the advisa- 
bility of calling extn sessions of the 
legislatures of thosa states to pass 
laws prohibiting liquor Importation. 


Simlar measures are under considera- 
tion, with strong probability of pas- 
sage in Colorado, Kansas, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Washing- 
ton, and West Virginia. In the last- 
named state the shipping In of liquor 
is already prohibited, but at present 
it may be brought in. In North 
Carolina and South Carolina other 
stringent enforcement measures are 
having comparatively easy sailing. 


The Delaware legislature, which Is 


In session, will probably submit pro- 
hibition for the^one remaining tvet 
county, which Induces Wilmington: 
the Illinois legislature 
Is _ facing n 


fight for submiaslon of state prohibi- 
tion; while in Indiana a straight con- 
test for a dry state has just been 
fought and won. In Minnesota and 
Missouri state prohibition is under 
consideration, with the odds In Its 
favor In the former state. 
In New 


Mexico the prohibitionists are In ab- 
solute control. 
Oregon is proceeding 


to the passage of a "bone dry" meas- 
ure approved by the voters at the last 
election; South Dakota will pass a very 
drastic law, with the "bone dry" fea- 
ture the only thing in doubt. Utah 
vr}ll pass a prohibition law which Is 
exceedingly strong and the Texas leg- 
islature Is under mandate to submit 
the question for a vote in July. Evan 
in Wisconsin the prohibitionists are 
beginning to wax strong and aggres- 
sive.

The same thing is true of elder peo- 


Clothes are no 
longer chosen for their warmth or 
coolness, but 
for their appearance. 


Durability is no longer a virtue. Style 
comes first. This is another reason 
why there are so many winter colds. 


For this season of the year the body 


should be covered from neck to ankle 
with one layer of the same material. 
This is best accomplished by the union 
suit. Stockings of similar texture 
should be worn, and thick soled shoes. 


The sole of the foot is one of the 


most delicate parts of the body. It 
must be protected against sudden 
changes in temperature. 


One should dress according to the 


kind of atmosphere In which he works 
or lives.

tissue. 


That Is why many women can wear 


low neck dresses with impunity in, the 
• 


coldest of weather. This is also partly 
made possible by the changes that take 
place in tho skin that is continually. 


exposed to sun, heat and cold. 


Tha hands and face are constantly 


exposed to the air and it is not often 
that thoir exposure lowers a person's 
vitality. 


Contagious diseases are more com- 


mon In winter than In summer be- 
cause winter Is the season of the year 
when we live In closest contact with 
our fellows. 


Beginning with fall, we stay indoors 


too much. We eat heavily, take little 
or no exercise, keep windows and 
doors closed against the light and 
fresh air, muffle our bodies in heavy 
clothing and invite disease. 


It is true that most diseases are 


caused by germs, but If the system is 
kept healthy and vigorous by right 
living moat persons would have suffi- 
cient resisting power to overcome the 
germs. It is, as a rule, when the body 
has become weakened that it becomes 
a prey to these germs. 


Among the causes that destroy man's 


power of resistance may be mentioned 
lack of proper food, exhaustion from 
overwork, loss of sleep, poverty, over- 
crowding, 
<lirt, 
ignorance, impure 


milk and water, abuse of alcohol, lack 
of sunshine and fresh air. Indoor life 
with sudden exposure to cold, mechan- 
ical injury, constitutional disease or 
any unhygienic way of living. 


As a result of our irrational living 


our mouths have become the breeding 
places of dang-erous bacteria. 
Germs 


of diphtheria, tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and probably whooping cough, meas- 
les, scarlet fever and other ailments 
have their homes In our mouths and 
noses. 


They are thrown out in the air and 


spread In, the act of sneezing, cough- 
ing and spitting. 


The unventilated street, car is one 


of the largest factors in the spreading 
of disease. In these usually at the ap- 
proach of winter the 
windows are 


sealed down so that it is almost impos- 
sible to open one. In some ears the 
only way that foul air can get out or 
pure air get in is through a small 
opening at the top. 


Dr. 
Howard Lancaster, commis- 


sioner of health of St. Paul. Minn., de- 
clares that ninety per cent of all re- 
spiratory diseases arc caused by poorly 
ventilated street cars during the win- 
ter months 


IB is a mistake to imagine that the

Olinton N. Howard Praise? 


Indiana's Stand at an 


Evening Gathering. 


Commending the state legislature 


on the stfind that was made on the 
dry question, Clinton N. Howard, a 
lecturer of national repute, stated to 
an audience which almost filled the 
First Baptist church Friday evening, 
that the fight would not be finished 
until "we have a dry city, a, dry coun- 
ty, a dry state, a dry nation and a dry 
constable." 


He declared that officers should be

unto a prosecuting attorney, arrang- 
ing John Barleycorn before him. Th« 
latter was the defendant in the trial 
and the audience the Jury. Witnesses 
were then called. The medical man 
testified that It shortened human 
lives.

Statistics furnished by the life in- 


surance man bore out the statement 
made by the preceding witness and 
further testified to the jury that he 
did not care to assume the risks of 
John Barleycorn's friends. 


The man of science was next to tes- 


tify. 
His remarks forced the court 


He stated that 
liquor was the same as poison and that 
It ought to be labeled with tho skull 
and cross bones.
